Met Nam and the .American in­ 
tervention in Laos and in the 
Congo ” 
Valentini, 3.6. who comes from 
I.orain, Ohio, defected to East 
Germany in Octob er 
He had 
b een serving with « signal b at­ 
talion at Mannheim. West Ger­ 
many. and left b ehind a wife 
and four children. 
Army sources said Valentini 
was awaiting trial b y general 
court-martial on charges of for­ 
gery, misrepresentation, disor­ 
derly conduct, drunken driving, 
adultery, 
misappropriation 
of 
government funds and property, 
resisting arrest and b eing ab ­ 
sent without leave. 
He used forged furlough pa­ 
pers to come to W'est Berlin 
where he crossed into the So\ iet 
sector. Army sources said. 
The East Germans don’t say 
anything ab out his troub le with 
the U.S Army. Their version i.s 
that Valentini was fed up with 
imperialist masters. 
In 
one 
Volksarmee 
article, 
Valentini claimed he was order­ 
ed to tap telephones at NATO 
headquarters 
o u t s i d e F’ans 
while stationed there in 1953. In 


1955, Valentini said, he was or­ 
dered to tap the telephones of 


all West Germany Army officer.^ 


serving at the headquarters. 
In another article, the b ald­ 
ing deserter said he had b een 
trained as a Banger to “ kill 
human b eings silently without a 
rifle and wilhoul leaving any 
evidence,” 


Valentini 
also claimed 
that 
after 38 wi'cks of special train­ 
ing with a U.S. .Army Spi'cial 
Forces unit he was sent to Lib ya 
and Laos to train spies. 
Later in South \'iel Nam, Val­ 
entini said, he “ b ecame an eye­ 
witness ttiat eiiernieal wea|)ons 
were used against the freedom 
movement.” He said that the 
eommandc'f of his unit ordered 
a “ special poison” sprayed from 
an aircraft over the jungle. 


“ .All foliage died off and the 
partisans did not realize until 
morning, when il was too late, 
that they were rohhed of the se­ 
cure roof of leaves, they were 
di.scovered and overp<» wered,” 
the article said. 
The article closed b y saying

He is their 
chief executive, their nationally elected 
official, the leader of their country. 
They are worried about his safety when 
he* risks his life in a crowd, particularly 
In the absence of a suitable vice presi­ 
dent. President Johnson owes it to his 
countrymen to obey all security rules un­ 
til the government has been given a vice 
president to back up the president, who 
may or may not be Lyndon B. Johnson 
after next November. 
His countrymen are equally concerned 
about Mr. Johnson's propensity for ten­ 
sion. This is not a characteristic he ac­ 
quire— after he took the presidential oath 
last Nov. 22. 
Like Dwight D. Eisenhower, whom he 
visited during his stay in California, Mr. 


Johnson’s external composure often con­ 
ceals inner turmoil. He is senstive to 
criticism. He is quick to fly into a tem­ 
per, He is anxious to please, annoyed 


when he fails. 
He’s an easy ruffler. He gets his hair 
up. His gorge rises, His fur gets rubbed 
the wrong way. Things bug him. Worse 
yet, he bugs himself. 
His tensions mount. This is why his 
countrymen worry. They don’t think it’s 
good for a president to let his tensions 
mount, even though they contribute to it 
with their own actions. 
They like to think of their president 
as an umpire standing between them and 
the circumstances 
of 
their existence, 
being buffeted by both yet yielding to 
neither. The buffeting is part of the 
game. The umpire must rise above it 
and be the most composed man on the 
premises. 
Avoid tension. Mr. President — for our 
sake. You’re the only umpire we have 
until next Election Daw 


Still A Close One 


Our sports page associates have been 
keeping us up to date on the fight be­ 
tween Charles 0. Finley, owner of the 
Kansas City Athletics, and his fellow own­ 
ers of the American League. 
The latest word is that owner Einlev, 
confronted with an ultimatum from his 
fellow owners, has accepted Kansas City's 
terms for leasing Its municipally owned 
stadium and will be doing business as 
usual at the same old stand when the 
season begins. On the face of it, this 
could end the fight between owner Finley 
and other American League owners, who 
had been objecting to his threats to take 
the club somewhere else this season, or 
even to play home games in a cow pas­ 
ture lf Kansas City didn’t come down 
to his bare bone terms for leasing the 
stadium. 


But the face of it isn't the half of It. 
What everybody wants to avert, if pos­ 
sible, is a law suit over the American 
league's right to tell Charles 0. Finley 
what he must do with his investment in 
the Kansas City Athletics. If Mr. Finley 
claims he was squeezed out of his own 
money a law suit might be his next move. 
Such a suit would reopen the iv*o«t 
ticklish question in organized sports — 
whether baseball is a business and if so 
must operate under antitrust laws like 
other business. 
So far, organized baseball has been 
treated as a sport, Instead of a busi­ 
ness. But as owner Finley may be testify­ 
ing one day, It isn’t sporting when the 
other owners in the American league get 
together "in restraint of trade.” It s 
murder. 


No Volunteers For Frustration 


The secretary - general of the United 
Nations Is finding no enthusiasm for in­ 
tervention in Cyprus. This Isn’t puzzling. 
The Cypriots have been 
killing one 
another 
for 
generations. 
Both 
the 
Greeks and Turks used to share satisfac­ 
tion In shooting and killing their British 
"oppressors” until Great Britain retired 
from the battle in 1960 Since then, they 
have had to be satisfied with drawing 
beads on each other. 
The Idea of sending in young men from 
other countries to act as targets for the 
violent souls of Cyprus is not attractive 
In the least, particularly In the light of 
♦he fact the United 
Nations, lacking 
funds, would require their expenses to 
he paid by their own governments. 


No government would relish the pros­ 
pect of notifying the family of a young 
man killed in Cypriotic feudalism that 
they had sacrificed him to the violence 
of a population now reported to be al­ 
most universally under arms. 
Any attempt to quell the spirit of blood­ 
shed on Cyprus would be a project in 
frustration There is not even the justi­ 
fication of an imminent threat of Com­ 
munist takeover in Cyprus. Communism 
would have everything to lose and noth­ 
ing to gain in such a situation. 
In lieu of volunteers to put down the 
fighting, the best solution still would be 
to notify the Cypriots that they were 
going to be on their own after a speci­ 
fied date. That might cool them off. 


limgshorcmens Veto Power 


International longshoremen’s Union has 
a talking point In boycotting grain ship­ 
ments to Russia unless half can be trans­ 
ported In U.S. ships. 
The late President Kennedy perpetrated 
deep trouble when he promised a half-and- 
half ratio. The United States does not 
have that much shipping available even 
In terms of total tonnage, In terms of 
tonnage suitable for grain shipment, the 
ratio was unrealistic. 
This Is known to officials of Interna­ 
tional longshoremen’s Union and their 
union allies, including George Meany, 
president of A FM ’IO, who is hacking 
them to the hilt. The question is whether 
available and usable tonnage is the issue,

Y o r k City— David Lawrence 
educated in its schools and col­ 
leges. and practicing law there 
for the last 17 years—writes 
an article exposing an abuse 
of power by courts as well 
as 
enforcement 
agencies 
in 
states and cities throughout this 
country and declares that there 
is a steady erosion of the rights 


of citizens, it would seem to be 
worthy of widespread attention. 
The American Bar Association 
Journal, which is published in 
Chicago, evidently thought so, 
as it printed in its current Is­ 
sue the article by Edward F. 
Cummerford e n t i t l e d , "Civil 
Rights and Civil Wrongs.” He 
wrote in part: 
"While no decent person will 
defend racial or religious hate, 
it does not follow that every 
possible actioft taken to elimi­ 
nate them is either good or 
necessary. 


"PROHIBITION was termed 
a ‘noble experiment,’ but it did 
more harm than good, for the 
simple reason that it abridged 
personal freedom without suf­ 
ficient justification. The same 
basic error permeates much of 
the civil-rights activity now in 
vogue. To condemn these activi­ 


ties no more makes one a pro­ 
ponent of bias than to oppose 
prohibition made one a boot­ 
legger or a drunkard. . . . 
"In the legislative field the 
typical pattern has been enact­ 
ment of a statute with an en­ 
forcing agency. Although these 
‘antibias’ laws vary in detail 
from one jurisdiction to another, 
they usually declare illegal ‘dis­ 
crimination’ in such areas as 
employment, housing, public ac­ 
commodations and resorts, pub­ 
lic transportation and, some­ 
times, education. 
"About half our states and 
some municipalities now have 
such laws, many with enforc­ 
ing agencies. . . . 
"Invariably these agencies be­ 
gin their work in an unobtrusive 
manner, but, with the passage 
of time, they often become in­ 
creasingly aggressive, seeking 
more powers, asking broader 


areas in which to operate and 
harsher punitive measures for 
alleged offenders. 


"SOME HAVE stated very 
candidly that, if enough com­ 
plaints are not filed to keep 
them busy, they will go out 
searching for examples of bias. 
Frequently they query employ­ 
ers as to the proportions of 
races and creeds in their em­ 
ploy; they scrutinize employ­ 
ment applications to see if there 
are any questions deemed dis­ 
criminatory; they scan adver­ 
tising by hotels and resorts to 
ferret out language that might 
be a subtle cloak for bias.” 
Mr. Cummerford drew atten­ 
tion to a significant decision by 
the U.S. Court of Appeals in a 
New Rochelle, N.Y., case, in 
which it was held that pupils in 
a neighborhood predominantly 
Negro could apply for transfer

Castro Utilizes Tactics Of Red Chinese

Fide! Castro may he getting 
his hardware from Moscow hut 
his heart belongs to Peking. He 
is what some of us have begun 
calling a true 
"M a o - Mao- 
/ 
I s t,” because 
' 
he is weaving 
an u n d e r ­ 
g r o u n d net­ 
work for guer­ 
rilla w a r fare 
I n s i d e the 
cities, as well 
as in the coun-

America. This Is 
the newest 
phase of Castro’s invasion of 
Latin America and his agents 
have the support, training and 
guidance of Chinese Communist 
strategists. 
Their tactics consist, in part, 
of picking on smaller nations 
first. A few weeks ago, for 
example, the Honduras police 
broke up a conspiracy aimed at 
saboiaging the tiny country’s in­ 
dustrial areas. 
The security forces discovered 
a camouflaged air strip on a 
plantation near San Pedro Sula, 
a city on the Caribbean coast 
easily accessible to Castro for­ 
agers. In a nearby cache were 
Chinese 
language 
documents 
outlining maneuvers for seiz­ 
ing bridges, highways and fac­ 
tories. 


THAT'S ONE tac tic Another 
was developed at the same time 
thousands of miles away in Rio 
de Janeiro where the Cubans. 
aided by Chinese mentors, were 
trying to run a continental con­ 
gress of labor They called it 
the ‘ Congress of the Single Cen­ 
ter of Latin American Workers.” 
The strategy behind this "con-

w a s 
complex 
but 
clever. The objective was the 
creation of a respectable sound­ 
ing labor federation which would 
appeal 
to 
independent 
and 
Christian democratic unions to 
join in a fight against older la­ 
bor organizations. 
Since there had long been a 
Communist controlled 
skeletal 
union federation south of the 
border, the Ca.stro-ites and 
their allies had to dismantle it. 
This was the outfit known as 
the 
(TAL, 
(Latin American 
Federation of Labor) in exist­ 
ence in name only. It is the 
property of a Mexican 
Com­ 
munist, Lombardo Toledano. 
You can get an ideological 
birds-e\e view of Toledano from 
a press statement he made in 
November 1962. on Mexico City, 
when he wrote: 


"GUANTANAMO is a bloody 
dagger in the body of Latin 
America . . . (the people must) 
. . . help Cuba remove the arm 
holding the dagger . . . .” 
Obviously, the CTAL and To­ 
ledano, who was head of the 
Marxist-Leninist Mexican Pop­ 
ular Socialist party, could not 
he used as bait to attract non­ 
communist unions. 
So Castro and his allies de­ 
veloped plans — which I dis­ 
covered in Montevideo 
some 
months ago—to launch a npw 
innocent sounding continental la­ 
bor movement. ‘‘Delegates” to 
the founding 
congress 
began 
meeting in Rio this past month. 
The Communist labor move­ 
ment is strong there, but it did 
not foresee the quick action of 
Gov. 
Carlos 
l.acerda. 
whose 
province consists mainly of the 
city of Rio 
Mr 
l.acerda is one of the 
few leaders I have found any-

THEIR RANKS depleted, the 
"delegates" sought another city. 
They finally wound up in the

R r a s i lia. President

Their revolutionary' strategy 
was obvious in their documents, 
many of which were written by 
a committee under the direction 
of Rogelio Iglesias Patino. He is 
the secretary of foreign af­ 
fairs of the Cuban Workers Rev- 
olutarionary Confederation, the 
Castro labor organization. 
The documents not only call 
for "defuse of the Cuban revo­ 
lution” but for the launching 
of revolutions in nations friend­ 
ly to the United States — revolu­ 
tions bursting forth from the 
streets of Latin cities and the 
insides of industrial complexes. 
There were "d- legates," for ex­

USING THE VENEZUELAN 
underground’s technique of ter­ 
ror and industrial sabotage, the 
Congress’ papers said. in effect, 
that these techniques could be 
used in Santo Domingo, Nicara­ 
gua, E c u a d o r , Paragua, — 
and Pa lama, of course. 
Should the new ‘ Single Cen­ 
ter” 
be successful, it could 
spread its cells into factories 
and oil installations, coal pits 
and vast mining fields.

M Sgt Willard E. Valentini is 
a deserter and worse 
But in 
Communist East Germany he 
is a hero. 
The East German Army news- 
p a p e r Volksarniee (People’s 
Armyi introduced him this way 
in a story: 
"Master Sergeant Valentini, 
eyewitness to atomic explosions 
in Nevada and the aggression 
against the peoples Republic of 
Korea, the poison war in South 
Viet Nam and the American in­ 
tervention in Laos and in the 
Congo.” 
Valentini. .15. who comes from 
Guam. Ohio, defected to East 
Germany in October 
He had 
hem serving with a signal bat­ 
talion at Mannheim. West Ger­ 
many. and left behind a wife 
and four children. 
Army sources said Valentini 
was awaiting trial bv general 
court-martial on charges of for­ 
gery. misrepresentation, disor­ 
derly conduct, drunken driving, 
adultery, 
misappropriation 
of 
government funds and property, 
resisting arrest and being ab­ 
sent without leave. 
He used forged furlough pa­ 
pers to come to West Berlin 
where he crossed into the Soviet 
sector. Army sources said. 
The East Germans don't say 
anything about his trouble with 
the U S Army. Their version is 
that Valentini was fed up with 
imperialist masters. 
In one Volksarmee article, 
Valentini claimed he was order­ 
ed to tap telephones at NATO 
headquarters o u t s i d e Paris 
while stationed there in 1953. In 


1955, Valentini said, he was or­ 
dered to tap the telephones of 
all West Germany Army officers 
serving at the headquarters. 
In another article, the bald­ 
ing deserter said he had hem 
trained as a Ranger to "kill 
human beings silently without a 
rifle and without leaving any 
evidence ” 
Valentini also claimed that 
after 38 weeks of special train­ 
ing with a U.S. Army Special 
Forces unit he was sent to Libya 
and Laos to train spies. 
Later in South Vie! Nam. Val­ 
entini said, he "became an eye­ 
witness that chemical weapons 
were used against the freedom 
movement.’’ He said that the 
commander of his unit ordered 
a "special poison" sprayed from 
an aircraft over the jungle 
"All foliage died off and the 
partisans did not realize until 
morning, when it was too late, 
that they were robbed of the .se­ 
cure roof of leaves, they were 
discovered and overpowered,” 
the article said. 
The article closed by saying 
"the press” reported in Marrh 
1963 that "chemicals were drop­ 
ped over South Viet Nam in 
February 1963, affecting about 
5,00(1 persons, many of whom 
were b l i n d e d or suffered 
bums.” 
The Communist press did cir­ 
culate these reports but the 
United States denied them. 
U.S. officials said the chemi­ 
cal was a weed killer to clear 
away foliage from behind which 
the Communist Viet Cong could 
launch ambushes. The U. S. of­ 
ficials said 
the chemical 
is 
harmless to humans. 


to a school "whose racial make­ 
up was more in accord with 
their preferences, irrespective 
of school boundaries or dis- 
tances involved.”

of their membership policies, 
and threats are heard to abolish 
them altogether. . . . 
"When bureaucrats not chosen 
bv the people can warn us to 
obey the ‘spirit’ of laws or face 
penalties; when a federal dis­ 
trict judge can sit as the abso­ 
lute overseer of a local com­ 
munity's affairs; when school­ 
teachers are muzzled and co­ 
erced; when our citizens cease 
to be free individuals and be­ 
come merely ‘ethnic groups' to 
he manipulated according to 
some sociological dictim; when 
our law and our courts become 
merely the extensions of the 
sociologists’ workshops; 
when 
governments 
can invade the 
hearts and minds of men to 
search out their subtlest moti- 
gations and innermost thoughts; 
when all of these things come 
to pass in our land of the free. 
it is high time we asked our­ 
selves 
just 
where 
we 
are 
headed.” 
The views expressed by Mr. 
Cummerford 
are 
shared 
by 
many other 
lawyers 
in 
the 
North but are not always articu­ 
lated. 
One reason, of course. Is that. 
while there are many lawyers 
in the country, 
a 
relatively 
small number have specialized 
in constitutional law 
On the surface It would ap­ 
pear that only in the South is 
there any objection to the en­ 
forcement of “ civil rights.’’ But 
Mr. Cummerford’s article Is an 
example of the dissent that is 
growing rapidly in the North.

came. A few, however, have ex­ 
pressed strong doubts about this 
matter. 


BUT WHO WOULD doubt the 
ill effect on children who often 
hear in their home violent hates 
expressed -— political hates, re­ 
ligious hates, personal hat es. 
It’s when these hates rule out 
all reason that t h e y can be 
most harmful to listening chil­ 
dren, even to the persons who 
express these hates. 
It should, of course, be whole­ 
some for children to hear their 
parents calmly give 
positive 
reasons for their likes of politi­ 
cal issues and leaders, positive 
reasons for their own religious 
beliefs, even reasons for liking 
certain individuals or groups of 
people. 
Also it should be wholesome 
for children to hear the family 
express reasons for not liking 
other political issues and lead­ 
ers. The.se reasons s h o u l d be 
stated calmly, without malice or 
hate, e.specially when the chil­ 


dren are old enough to have 
beliefs and prejudices of their 
own and feel free to express 
them. 


BUT WHEN HATE prevails 
in nearly all utterances in the 
family about political and re­ 
ligious beliefs and leaders to 
the degree that no v i r t u e is 
acknowledged in those that are 
different, listening growing chil­ 
dren can hardly learn to mea.s- 
ure values dispassionately. 
They scarcely can learn to 
think intelligently a b o u t the 
matters around which violent 
hates are uttered. Besides, the 
listening children may imitate 
these utterances without know­ 
ing why; they may grow more 
prone to hate any perspons, or 
group of persons different from 
themselves. 
Consider, furthermore, what 
it does to parents themselves i 
when they constantly express ^ 
hates. 
Will 
they 
not 
grow 
more cynical, less happy, even 
less likeable’’ Won’t they in­ 
cline to limit their friends to 
tho.se who share their hates?
